In the Outagainle county courc In 
probate that a marriage under tho In- 
dlan law Is Just as valid as a marriage 
by priest or Justice, will have an 1m- 
effect on many Indian estates which 
have been disposed of without consid- 
ering tho claims of children born of 
such Indian marriages.

the estate of Abraham Wheelock, who 
had had three wives.

he married, the second ono he took 
under tho tribal law and the third 
one he married. After his death, his 
two sons, offspring of his Ilrst marri- 
age, sold his property without ragard 
to any claim that Dolly Doxtatot, 
Whcelock's daughter by his Indian 
marriage, might have. Judge Krelss 
now rules that she is entitled to an 
equal share in the estate, and tho 
man who bought the farm from the 
two brothers will probably be tho 
loser.

BADGE STAMPED MAN AS 
JEW. 


Distinguishing Mark That Was Re- 


quired by European Countries. 


• 


To the Jews of to-day It Is fairly 


well Known that their ancestors In 
Europe were forced to put up with a 
great denl of humiliation. One of tho 
most Insulting methods was to require 
tho wearing of a badge which would 
stamp the wearer us an "inildel Jew." 
The wearing of a budge was made a 
general order throughout Christendom 
In tho year 1215. but It must havo been 
required In Isolated places before that 
date. 


Tho most usual form of badge was 


that of a ring of distinctive color at- 
tuchcd to tho upper garment. Any ono 
of French-Jewish ancestry will know 
that his forebears wore u ring of this 


^ sort, varying In size nnd In color—now 
f red. now yellow and white, according 


to the whims of. municipalities, and 
tuonarchs. H was generally worn upon 
the, ,breast, nn^ at ono tlmo It wns 
ordered to be warn likewise UDOU tho 


back, so that a Jew might bo known 
"fore and aft." When a Jew was found 
without tho badge ho was lined. Evi- 
dence of tho wearing of this bwlgo Is 
found ns late as 1592 In Franco. Tho 
forefathers of tho Spanish Jows car- 
ried n yellow and red budge—tjui men 
on tholr breast, tho women on their 
fureheuds. Tho wearing of tho badge 
was not rfo prevalent In Italy, but the 
municipalities 
almost 
all 
required 


them. The badge was known as the 
"o" from Its shape, resembling prob- 
ably tho ring In Franco. English Jews 
should feel the distinction ot having 
had u peculiar sort of badgo forced 
upon tholr ancestors. It was first In 
the form of u bund—first white and 
then yellow, nnd Inter Jews wore re- 
quired to wear a badge with tho shape 
of tho Tables of the Law. in Germany 
yellow badges were worn, but there 
tho hat was the chief means of Identi- 
fication. 
In Austria and In Poland 


there aro tow traces of the badge, but 
In Hungary Jews wore a badge on 
their loft breast. It Is Interesting to 
know that In Crete at tho present day 
some of tho houses of Jews nro marked 
with tho "o."—American Hebrew,

brother. 
Tho Rift was Intrusted to 


Mrs. Stone at Manila, who promised 
that It should reacli tho proper hands 
lu Washington. 


Senator nnd Mrs. Stone were In Ma- 


nila last fall. 
During their stay the 


Chinaman served as their particular 
attendant and was so zealous in bis ef- 
forts to please that the Missouri sen- 
ntor and his wife camo to llko him 
.very much. When tho American party 
started upon their return to the United 
States their Chinaman confided tho 
fact that he had a brother in Wash- 
ington, nnd wished, na tho greatest 


favor possible to bestow that a Rift bo 
taken to him. 


Ah Maw Is probably tho bent known 


Chinaman In Washington, 
lie is per- 


mitted to reside In this country by spe- 
cial net of congress. Ho entered tho 
service of Admiral Dowey when, as 
commodore, Dowoy commanded 
tho 


American fleet In the Orient. 
Ah 


Maw was on board when the United 
States squadron captured Manila. As 
n mark of respect to Admiral Dowoy 
congress passed a law excepting Ah 
Maw from tho exclusion laws, 


Senator Stono first undertook, last 


Now Year's day, to fulfill his mission 
of presenting tho remembrance from 
tho brother In Manila. 
Upon that day 


the Mlssourlan thought to pay a coll 
of respect upon the admiral nnd trans- 
mit tho packet, also. 
Upon reaching

God to Be Restored to Nation's Coins 


T 


HE motto "In God Wo Trust" will 
bo restored to tho gold coins from 


•which It was removed 
by President 


I(oosevelt's orders. Tho house com- 
mittee on coinage, weights and meas- 
ures has reported a bill providing for 
restoration of tho motto and Its per- 
manent retention. Indications aro that 
It will pass both houses. 
President 


Iloosovclt will not veto any measure 
of this kind, and has BO told several 
of his callers. 


.Representative James, who Intro- 


duced ono of tho bills to restore tho 
motto, said hundreds of letters wero 
still coming in protesting against the 
abolishment of tho motto. 


Immediately after 
the new sold 


pieces of the Saint Gaudens design 
were received from the Philadelphia 
mint early in November last year, the 
discovery was inado that tho motto 
"In God Wo Trust" had been omitted. 


The responsibility for tho 
omission 


was placed at the door of President 
Hoosevelt, for only through an execu- 
tive order can a change bo made in 
designs for coins. This responsibility 
thu president 
readily 
assumed, but, 


when adverse criticism began to come 
from all quarters of the country and 
religious and patriotic societies took 
up the matter, ho decided to Issue n 
statement setting forth his reasons 
for tho action. 


In this statement tho president said 


thero was no warrant of law for tlw 
Inscription. Also ho said that his own 
feeling In tho matter was due to his 
"very firm conviction that to put such 
a motto on coins, or to use It In any 
kindred manner, not only does 
no 


good, but does positive harm, and is In 
effect irreverence which comes dan- 
gerously closo to sacrilege." 


Tho president was firm that he 


would not order tho motto to be ro- 
placed unless directed to do 
no by 


congress. 


The president's statement frlled to 


stem tho tide of adverse crltlclMii, nnd 
when congress 
convened numerous 


bills nnd resolutions wero Intioduccd 
nnd proposed to mako It unlawful to 
Usuo coins without the Inscription.

Mr. Scott's proposition Involves tho 


establishment of 
100 experimental 


fnrniB, of ono aero each, In every 
county In a group of four western ag- 
ricultural slates for tho purpose of 
giving tho farmers a practical demon- 
stration of the bost methods of grow- 
ing different crops. It Is proposed that 


thn lands for this purpose shall be 
provided by tho farmers • themselves 
and that they shall do tho work of cul- 
tivation under tho direction of the 
exports of tho department of agri- 
culture. 
No additional appropriation 


from congress will bo required to test 
Mr. Scott's plan, It Is explained, as tho 
agricultural department 1ms tho rcqul- 
blto number of experts to carry It out, 


Mr, Scott asserts that enough money 


Is bnliiK wasted by tho department in 
Handing out farm bulletins and other 
government documents to carry out his 
Idea. He says that much valuable In- 
formation bus been given by the ex- 
perts In these publications, but theli 
contents are so little understood by 
tho farmers that they do not derive 
tho knowledge from them which HIPJ 
should obtain as. to tho best methods 
of growing corn, wheat, hay and other 
crops.

Through tho 
sanio agency, children may ho cured 
of bad habltH. undcalrablo traits, Inat- 
tention to Htudlos, etc.. etc. 


Tho time to Hlmpe a character when

natural—not 


hypnotic—sleep of tho child. 


Tho general opinion Is that a per- 


son UHloop IK, for tho time being, dead 
to tho world; but a Unowlcdgo of the 
fuel that tho subjective mind never 
Bleeps should mako 
ono 
careful of 


what ho says In the presence of n 
r.looper. 


Natural sleep Is not a condition of 


iiiHoniiiblllty to external lm|in>sslons. 
but rather n condition of Inattention. 
The sleeper hears, but ho does not 
liecul at tho time tho 
HUKKestlon 
Is 


made. 
It IH not dllllcult to Introduce 


Ideas to one's consciousness which 
shall mal;e a permanent nnd deep Im- 
pression through tho subjective mind 
upon tho objective, or waking, mind. 


The Method to Pursue. 


Much depends upon tho age and tho 


disposition of the child. No ono can 
understand this 
better 
than 
tho 


mother. 


As n rulo the host way to approach 


the child Is to say (as It Is about to 
retire): "Mamma Is goliiK to talk to 
you to-night while you are asleep, nnd 
you will hear ami understand It all, 
but you will not awaken." 


Some children will, of course, ho 


(inlte curious to know' why you fro 
going to talk to them, what you are 
going to talk about and why you don't 
talk to them when they are awake. 


In some Instances the mother may 


sit by the side of the bed and talk In 
a general way to tho child ero It 
sleeps. Thus talking. In n quiet man- 
ner, tlm child, as n rule, soon 
be- 


comes drowsy, and as It drops asleep 
the mother says: "This Is mother (or 
mamma) talking to you. You will not 
awaken. You will sleep quietly. You 
nro now very quiet and restful. Yon 
can speak to me without awakening. 
Po you hear mo talking to you now? 
Say 'Yes.' You will not awaken. Now 
1 touch your lips with my lingers and 
you can speak. 
Say 'Yes, mamma, I 


hear you,'" 


You should not expect tho child to 


awaken, but should It stir uneasily 
and open Its eyes, the mother should 
not relinquish her attempt, but gently 
close tho eyelids, at tho samo 
tlmo 


suggesting again: "Nothing will ills- 
turb you; you will sleep quietly now, 
and hear what mamma says, because 
It Is all for your good and you will bo 
so pleased to do what mamma 
sug- 


gests." 


It Is well If you stroke the child's 


forehead gently, as this will liavo a 
quieting 
effect 
and 
accustom 
tho 


sleeper to your presence, 
You should 


then proceed with your suggestions of 
those things that you doslro to elimi- 
nate—disobedience, untidiness, 
Idle- 


ness, untruthfutncss, null biting, lack 
of application to studies, music, etc., 
etc.—whatever you feel tho child ?loflt 
needs. Speak plainly, but quietly, yet 
with sufllclent poslttvencss to bo Im- 
pressive. 


If you wish to exact a promise from 


tho child you should say: "I want you 
to promise mo that you will never 


again, Say, 
'I 


promise you, mamma, that I never 
will.'" 
You should repeat this sev- 


eral times. 


1 have always found It most effect- 


ive to use tho first person, singular, 
thus having tho alllrmatlvo made by 
the child Instead of the mother say- 
Ing, 
you will do this or you will 
do 


that. To Illustrate: I'll do as mamma 
wants me to; I'll not do anything to 
hurt mamma; I'll mako everybody 
happy by being good to them, etc,, 
etc. 


Theso suggestions need not bo con- 


lined entirely to bud habits, but to 
physical ailments and various bodily 
conditions. 


Ono of my pupils cured her little 


girl (a very small child) of enurcsls, 
This was easily accomplished, oven 
utter guaranteed remedies nnd 
tho 


family physician had utterly failed. 


Another mother cured her H-year- 


old boy of u very bad caso of stam- 
mering; cured him while he slept, and 
tho boy does not know to this day 
how tho euro was effected. 


There aro cases covering almost 


every phase of 
mental and physical 


condition. I shall glvo ono more and 
tho means employed. 


My nleco. 13 years of ago, brought 


me her cued at tho closo of tho school 
year, and I noticed that her "mark- 
lug" was very low on ono particular 
study. She Informed mo that flic took 
no Interest In the subject; hence mado 
no effort In Its preparation. 


During the summer I would have 


her take n nap In tho afternoon, lying 
on the lloor, as 1 read my paper, 
I 


told her I would talk to her while she 
slept. She suld: "What are you going 
to talk to me about, undo?" 
"Oh. 


something for 
your good." "Hut I 


won't hear you It' I am asleep," "Yes, 
you will, and you will answer me, too, 
without awakening." 


1 begun by saying, "You will sloop 


well and my talking will not disturb 
you, 
Do you hear mo?" 
"Yes, air," 


came faintly. "I noticed on your card 
that In ono of your studies you bad a 
very low marking. Tint will not oc- 


cur again. Ton will tnko n great In- 
terest In that study; you will succeed 
In It; you will got a high percent 
ago?" "Yes," 1 hear you say (turn 
Ing this now to first person singular), 
"I am going to study It, am going to 
Hko It, am going to succeed In It and 
I'm going to surprise and please my 
teacher." 


I repeated these "suggestions" over 


ami over again, not only each 
time 


that the treatment was given, but for 
many days In succession. 
Sho slept 


well. When she awakened she had no 
recollection of what had 
been 
said. 


Tho Impressions bad been made and 
tho subjective mind 
received 
them 


without any conscious effort of tho 
objective mind; hence no objective 
recollection. 
Then, you 
may 
ask, 


what becomes of 
tho "suggestions" 


made to tho subjective mind? 


During tho waking hours they rlco 


above tho threshold of consclousnes?, 
but not as thoughts suggested by an 
other, but as an Inspiration, a desire,

The question has been asked tlmo 


and again, "If tho subjective mind la 
Intuitive, and If It is over ready nnd 
willing to assist, and If It has such 
power over 
tho 
human machinery, 


why do you have to tell it what you 
want (when It already knows), nnd 
after you tell It once, why do you 
repeat and repent nnd r«peut (when 
tho memory of the subjective mind Is 
perfect) ?" 


To all those who believe In prayer 


I would, In answer, ask this question: 
If God Is, as all believers will admit, 
omniscient (all knowing), and If, na 
we aro told, He Is even more ready 
than are our parents to give good 
gifts unto Ills children, why does He, 
who knows our desires without utter 
Ing them, why docs He not grant

If you can get rid of them by 
one petition, you will never need n 
second. You did not get them all at 
once; you loaded up with them by dc 
greu. Kven when these things that 
have been nro no more, you still have 
need to keep In touch—tho finite with 
tho Infinite— to prevent recurrences. 


Therefore, every time tho sugges 


lion Is made It Is for the purposes of 
strengthening your 
objective 
mind 


and thus to not interfere with the sub- 
jective, or soul mind, In carrying out 
your desire. 


In the same manner when you pray 


audibly (by yourself, not to be heard 
by others), your faith IB Increased bo- 
cause of tho spoken words acting as 
an auto-suggestion. 
When 
In great 


distress, you "cry nloiid" (not loudly), 
because tho spoken heartfelt petition 
relieves the over-burdened soul and 
strengthens you. 


Remember, God Is ever ready to 


help, but He helps only those who 
help themselves; tho subjective mind 
(tho mind of tho soul) Is over ready, 
but it depends upon the attitude of 
tho objective.

Caution to Mothers.

You may remember tho story of the 


mother who, upon leaving home, and 
allowing her 
children 
to 
caro for 


themselves during her absence, said 
to them: "Now, don't play with the 
fire, nor put beans In your none, nor 
turn on tho hose," etc. When aho re- 
turned she found that they had all 
played with tho fire, had turned on 
tho hose, and euch of the children had 
a bean up Us nose. 


This was tho result of suggestion 


thrown out by tho mother; tho con- 
trariness of human nuturo asserting 
Itself.
